City establishes City Administrator 
position, approves 2012/2013 budget

When the Clinton City 
Council meets on July 2, the 
newly established non-elected 
position of the Office of 
City Administrator could be 
appointed by Mayor Tommy 
Kimbro with approval from 
the City Council. The position 
of City Administrator was 
established during a special 
called meeting of the Council 
on Saturday, June 16 when 
Emergency Ordinance 06- 
03-2012 was approved. 

The responsibilities of the 


City Administrator (CA) will 
be to enforce City Code of 
Ordinances, direct Ordinance 
compliance actions to 
include enforcement actions 
taken by the Clinton Police 
Department and advise the 
Mayor in policy formation 
on the overall problems of 
the city. The CA will also 
be available to the Mayor 
and City Council at all City 
Council meetings and may 
attend community and city 
boards, commissions, and

Valuable ‘flower wisdom’ during extreme weather conditions

With the extreme dry 
weather and the invasion of 
insects, we all need a little 
help in the flower garden. 
Hopefully, those of you who 
like to work with flowers 
can benefit from some of my 
“flower wisdom” (gained 
mainly from the countless 
mistakes I’ve made!). 

If you don’t have a green 
thumb, stick to the flowers 
that are hardy and require little 
care: zinnias and marigolds. 
My favorite annuals are 
verbena and lantana which 
may come back the next year. 
Mums need to be nipped in 
early budding to make them 
bigger and fuller in late 


August and September. If 
covered in enough mulch to 
protect them, they will come 
back for several years. 

The Japanese beetles are 
already attacking, only this 
year I have found them on 
more than my roses and crepe 
myrtles. Don’t be surprised 
to see your sweet potato 
vines, Japanese red maple 
trees, small decorative trees, 
and laurel bushes with lacy 
patterns all over the leaves. 
Beetles tend to feed during 
the night so you may not 
notice them at first. How do 
you get rid of these pesky 
warriors? I’ve tried calling 
my friendly pest control 
experts, having my husband 
spray his “special formula,” 


and using many so-called 
beetle products. What works 
best for me is to put Bayer 
Advanced Rose and Flower 
Care granules in the soil 
around the flowers in early 
May. When you find yourself 
under attack, attach a bottle 
of Bayer Advanced Insect, 
Disease, and Mite Control 
to your hose and spray trees, 
bushes, and flowers with a 
heavy coating. I still have to 
check every other day or so, 
but I am armed with Garden 
Safe Houseplant and Garden 
Insect Killer and spray only 
where needed. It’s a joy to 
see those little critters fall 
dead to the ground (where 
I sometimes stomp on them 
just to be sure they are 


goners). Whatever you do, 
don’t buy the beetle traps; 
that’s a sure way to draw 
more beetles to your yard. 

Because it’s so dry this 
summer, I recommend 
decorative cacti and 
succulents, especially for 
containers on decks. They 
are beautiful and require very 
little care. If you wish to entice 
butterflies and hummingbirds, 
consider pentas; they come in 
a variety of colors, take full 
sun, and are quite vigorous. I 
have many shades of clematis 
around the house, but I had 
to learn two very important 
care facts: constantly snip 
the old blooms to produce

A robotics camp, provided 
through a grant received by 
Murray State University 
(MSU), provided Hickman 
County students with a week 
of fun, summer time learning. 
Dr. Brandi King, with MSU, 
received a grant through 
the regional stewardship 
program to bring the robotics 
to the county. “It is sometimes 
hard for the children to find 
transportation to Murray to 
attend the camp,” explained 
Dr. King. “The grant paid to 
get extra equipment and pay 
the teachers to provide the 
students tuition to participate 
in the camp at no charge.” 

During the week long 
camp there were two camps 


the home. The first need is 
financial. 

“We take the median income 
of the county,” Cecil May, 
Chairperson of the selection 
committee for Habitat For 
Humanity of Fulton and 
Hickman Counties Ky. Inc. 
said, “Then we determine 
what 60% of that is. The 
partner family’s income must 
be below that.” The other 
need is based on current living 
conditions. If the family is 
living in a house that is unsafe 
for children or has mold, they 
are more likely to be selected 
as the partner family. 

Another criterion is the 
families’ ability to pay. While 
many people think partner 
families are recipients of 
free houses, they do have to 
maintain a mortgage on the 
house. The average Habitat 
house for this area costs about 
$35,000 - $40,000. This is at 
a huge discount because most 
of the materials are supplied 
at a discount, and the labor 
is donated. Whirlpool also 
donates arefrigerator and stove 
to each house. The partner 
families carry a mortgage for 


taking place, one at Hickman 
County High School for 
fourth through fifth graders 
and another at the elementary 
school for first through 
third graders. Both camps 
had morning and afternoon 
sessions lasting three hours 
each. 

“The fourth and fifth 
grade students used a Inex 
T mindstorms kit (not sure 
about spelling this), using 
autonomous robots,” said 
Dr. King. “This means that 
the robots do not have to be 
hooked up to the computer 
in order for them to operate.” 
They are only attached to 
the computer to receive their 
program information. 

At the beginning of the 
week, the students start out 


the cost of building the house. 
Habitat for Humanity holds 
the mortgage and there is no 
interest. According to May, 
the mortgage is about $300 
per month, including taxes and 
homeowners insurance. The 
mortgage is for 20 years. The 
homes are normally appraised 
at $70,000 to $80,000, so that 
is what they have to pay taxes 
and insurance on, but they 
only pay a mortgage based on 
what the house costs to build 
it. 

“The perfect scenario is a 
family that is working hard 
and already paying about 
$300 for rent somewhere 
with inadequate housing,” 
May said. 

The third criterion is 
willingness to partner. 
In addition to paying the 
mortgage, the partner family 
must put in 300 “sweat equity 
hours”, meaning they must 
be on-site, taking part in 
construction of the house. The 
houses usually go up in 30 
Saturdays, and they normally 
work for six or eight hours 
each Saturday. If the family 
has friends that are willing to 
help with their “sweat equity” 


with building regular base 
parts of a normal robot. “As 
the week goes on, the degrees 
of difficulty, like adding 
movement commands are 
included,” she continued. 

“They also add sensors 
like, touch, sounds, light 
reflection, and ultra sonic. The 
ultra sonic sensor acts like a 
bat, sending out a signal and 
receiving one back to tell the 
distance it is from something 
to generate a response,” she 
further added. 

The challenges, on the 
last day, Friday, June 15, 
were created to frustrate the 
students in order to help them 
understand what S.T.E.M. 
education is and how it works. 
“The activities are meant 
to show the students how 
they use math and science in 
everyday situations,” said Dr. 
King. 

At the elementary school, 
the first through third graders 
worked with Brandon Crowe. 
Crowe is a recent graduate of 
MSU, earning his degree in 
elementary education. Crowe 
assisted the students with a 
different type of kit. “Their 
robots were plugged into the 
computers,” she said. “They 
built things for their age 
group, like planes, birds, and 
alligators that do thinks and 
make noises.” 

As Crowe assisted the 
students, they learned basic 
skills needed to create their 
robots. “They begin with 
special machines, adding 
pulleys, levers, and gearts,” 
explained Crowe, “which 
in turn makes the motor 
move while the source is 
the computer supplying the 
commands they input.” 

Kits used for both age 
groups utilize the use of Legos 
to create the robots. After 
participating in this camp, 
which provided parents and 
grandparents an opportunity 
to visit with the students 
during Friday’s sessions, the 
students are eligible to attend 
a one or two day camp at 
MSU. 

Ashley Workman, Director 
of Flight 21st CCLC and 
Vickie Batts, KAPS Family 
Resource Director, assisted 
during the camp. “This was 
a new experience for the 
students, and they were proud 
of their accomplishments,” 
stated Batts. “When they 
finished building their robots, 
they were excited to see them 
come to life.” 


hours, they can work up to 150 
hours on behalf of the partner 
family. 

Habitat For Humanity is 
taking applications now and 
will take them until July 18. 
Six weeks after that, a partner 
family will be chosen. When 
a family applies to become a 
partner family, they fill out a 
four-page personal finance 
form. After that, a credit 
check is performed as well as 
verification of employment, 
and a landlord check. 

Once the family is selected, 
the house is built, and the 
family moves in, there are 
some security measures in 
place. 

“We don’t want families 
to abuse this blessing.” 
May said when asked about 
the measures. It would be 
possible for a family to put 
the work in and owe less than 
$40,000 on a Habitat house, 
and then sell it for more than 
$70,000. To help avoid this 
from happening. Habitat For 
Humanity maintains partial 
ownership of the house for the 
first five years. Habitats share 
of ownership starts at 100% 
and goes down 20% every 
year until, after the fifth year, 
it is 0%. If the family were to 
sell the house after the second 
year, for example, 60% of 
the money would go back to 
Habitat For Humanity. 

Habitat For Humanity of 
Fulton and Hickman Counties 
Ky. Inc. would like to 
encourage anyone interested 
to volunteer with them. They 
will begin construction in the 
Fall and everyone over the 
age of 16 is welcome on-site 
regardless of construction 
experience. Habitat for 
Humanity of Fulton and 
Hickman Counties Ky.

strong new ones and don’t 
cut old brown vines off until 
you’re sure there are no new 
leaves on them. I’m always 
shocked at how new growth 
can abound on the old dead 
looking vines. 

Day lilies are having 
another rough year, much 
like they did several years 
ago. They can become 
moldy at the base, which 
causes brown leaves and an 
ugly, unhealthy appearance. 
Pulling out the dead stalks 
and spraying doesn’t always 
solve the problem. I cut the 


A brief business meeting of 
the Hickman County Historical 
Society took place on Thursday, 
June 14, led by LaDonna Latham. 
Some items discussed included 
the near completion of a book 
by LaDonna Latham, which 
includes many of the previous 
businesses in Hickman County, 
the need for more volunteers to 
keep the Historical Society open 
on Saturday afternoons from 1 
to 4 p.m., and the success of the 
economic development seminar 
recently held in the county. 
“The meeting went well, and 
we hope that the creation of the 
four committees and their work 
will in turn help the growth of 
the historical society,” stated 
Latham. 

Drawing in tourists, cleaning 
up the county, providing 
needed funds for education, 
and providing county residents 
with additional education were 
all ideas touched on during the 
economic seminar. 

Fred Spencer of Hickman, 
Ky., originally from Tennessee, 
discussed the importance of 
maintaining the mansions, 
historical buildings and 
plantations throughout the 
region, including the businesses 
located in the business district of 
the downtown area of Clinton. 

“Old bricks, over time, fail 
after years of having water, wind 
and the cold and hot temperatures 
affect them,” stated Spencer. 
He used the building where the 
historical society is located and 
the building to the right of City 
Hall as examples of buildings 
affected by time. 

Spencer first described how 
a building, from the 1800s and 
early 1900s was constructed and 
how it eventually comes apart. 
He recommended adding linseed 
oil to the brick, which helps to 
seal and protect the buildings 
that have over 30,000 pounds 
of weight of pressure on one

Kentuckians may fill college aid gap 
with state-based loan from KHESLC 


Louisville, Ky. (June 12, 
2012) — Kentucky students 
who need help paying for 
college may want to consider a 
Kentucky Advantage Education 
Loan from the Kentucky 
Higher Education Student Loan 
Corporation (KHESLC). 

The low-cost loan is intended 
to fill the gap between other 
financial aid a student receives 
and the total cost of education. 
Students should apply for all 
free aid, such as grants and 
scholarships, before applying for 
Federal Stafford Loans. Federal 
Stafford Loans do not have to be 
repaid until the student is out of 
college.

remember how Clinton 
always took my breath away, 
driving in from the North end 
or coming down the hill from 
the South end. There was 
never a season that it wasn’t 
beautiful, full of trees and a 
constant flurry of activity. 
When I started substitute 
teaching, it was obvious that 
Hickman County had such a 
jewel of a school system, a 
cut above what I was seeing 
in the surrounding areas. 
It’s still wonderful. I knew 
I wanted any offspring of 
mine to be educated here, a 
choice I’ve never regretted. 
Christmas was always pretty 
with the twinkling lights in the 
windows of the Lemon Tree, 
and then August Victoria 
and the decorations hung 
from the light poles. It was 
such a fun, almost magical, 
place to raise a little girl. We 
enjoyed parades, the fair, an 
active church youth group at 
Clinton First Methodist, and 
such a feeling of community. 
Small-town just doesn’t get 
much better than Clinton. 
After a 7 year stint in which I 
returned to work at the bank 
in my hometown of Arlington 
while Lauren was little, I felt 
homesick for Clinton during 
the day, and often wondered 
if we had an earthquake, 
how long it would take me 
to get through the bottoms 
and creeks along highway 
51 on foot to make sure my 
child was OK. When the 
opportunity to teach at the 
middle school full-time came 
around, I thought it would be 
good to be “home,” back in 
my community during the 
day, so I tried it. Honestly, 
I liken teaching to being 
imprisoned with antsy & 
sometimes angry inmates. 
The classroom sometimes 
felt like a jail to me, too, 
because I was locked away 
from what was going on “out 
there,” outside the window. 
Even the thought of going to 
the restroom, just feet away, 
was sometimes out of the 
question until 3:00, when I 
was so used to having an hour 
off for lunch and running 
errands and having a little me

time during the work day, and 
adult conversation. Needless 
to say, teaching wasn’t for me. 
There were many students 
that I loved, and I had a love 
for my subject area and a 
love for the school system 
itself, but I remember being 
in the classroom one day 
and seeing a picture in the 
Gazette of the Senior Citizens 
Center having written a grant 
and receiving a new van. I 
thought, “I wonder how you 
get a job like that?” It wasn’t 
to be long before I found out. 
What an amazing heartfelt 
wish. Frances Turner, my 
neighbor, insisted that I apply, 
and I have never been sorry. 
Not one day. I have totally 
loved serving the population 
and the county in this way. 
The thing about Senior 
Citizens: They were raised 
“old school” when manners 
were important, the way I’d 
been raised. The worst thing 
we could have done, growing 
up, is be disrespectful to an 
adult or act ugly towards 
anybody. My daddy would 
have tanned my hide, and my 
mother would have squinted 
her eyes and pointed her 
Anger right in my face as she 
gave me a scolding, if I had 
ever acted toward any adult 
the way some kids do now. 
So I was in heaven at the 
Senior Center. I got to write, 
which I love. I got to use my 
grocery store knowledge to 
gather and order supplies, my 
math skills to help keep us on 
track, and I Anally got to be 
in Clinton during the day, out 
in the community, becoming 
one with it and getting to 
feel its heartbeat, once again, 
the way I had at the grocery 
store when I was young, to 
enjoy the friendliness and 
the beauty of it. I have loved 
every moment of the 7 years 
I’ve served as Director at 
Hickman Co. Senior Citizens. 
I’ve had a wonderful Board 
Chair, Philip McClure, whom 
I’ve learned so much from 
about governing and about 
giving back, and unbelievably 
unselfish volunteers without 
whom our mission to help 
our aging remain at home 


and out of the nursing homes, 
would not be possible. We’ve 
successfully implemented a 
nutrition program in which 
we prepare and package our 
own meals for delivery, and 
running an Adult Day Program 
has been such a blessing. We 
like to get the ladies (and 
gent) on that bus and help 
them stay independent for as 
long as possible. The adult 
conversation with interesting 
people telling interesting 
stories has been enlightening. 
It’s been fun traveling 
the roads of this county, 
delivering meals and making 
home-visits. My best friend 
for the past seven years has 
been a sassy, now 75 year-old, 
smart and classy woman in the 
office next to mine; this was 
another gift I wasn’t expecting 
to come wrapped in the Senior 
Center package. Personally, 
this community has wrapped 
its arms around me and 
comforted me on several 
occasions in my life, making 
me always glad and thankful 
that I settled here. This article 
marks my 313th. The time has 
flown. My now 21 year-old 
native Clinton child is growing 
restless and I’m feeling the 
call of new challenges as well. 
We plan to spread our wings 
as a team for this first flight. 
I’ll be finishing up my duties 
here at HCSC on June 29th, 
traveling to Virginia for some 
classwork I’m undertaking, 
and then July 9th, will 
assume duties as Director of 
the Mayfield-Graves County 
Senior Center. I’m very 
excited for the challenges that 
await. We plan to relocate 
somewhere between Mayfield 
and Paducah within the next 
year, so Lauren won’t be so 
far from where she’s found 
her own place in the sun. I 
will be forever indebted to this 
place that has been home for 
the last 22 years, and a great 
love for 27. There are so 
many faces and families that 
I love here. My heart will 
never be far from this place 
called home, and where I’ve 
loved my work, which is why 
25 miles is about as far away 
as I can fathom.

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Four men from the community serve our country in the reserves

Four men who live and 
work within the community 
of Hickman County are not 
only serving the residents 
of this county, they also 
serve their country in the 
Tennessee National Guard, 
Marine Reserves, Kentucky 
National Guard, and US 
Army Reserves. Snapper 
Seaton, Clinton Police chief, 
was deployed overseas last 
August, serving in either 
Kuwait or Afghanistan 
with the National Guard. 
Allen Poole, hired as police 
chief to fill the position in 
Seaton’s absence during his 
employment, is also in the 
National Guard as a fire fighter. 
Jason Batts, an attorney from 
Hickman County, will be 
leaving on July 8 to serve 
in the US Army Reserves. 
Daniel Richardson, employed 
with the Hickman County 
Gazette, is currently serving 
in the Marine Reserves and 
left for two weeks of training 
on Friday, June 15. 

Snapper Seaton 

Seaton, who has been a 
member of the National Guard 
in Tennessee for 13 years 
with the 913th engineering 
company unit, is an 
engineer. “We do horizontal 
construction and various 
other tasks while deployed,” 
he said via Facebook last 
week. “Tasks such as convoy 
security, which consists of 
eliminating all threats that 
might interfere with the 
delivery of the assets in the 
convoy, as escorts.” His unit 
also does FOB (Forward Out 
Post) security. The engineer 
field, in the military, is used 
for many things. 

This is Seaton’s second 
deployment, leaving in 
August of 2011. He was 
deployed in 2005-2006, 
spending time in Iraq and 


currently in Afghanistan. 
“My wife Holly and I have 
discussed whether or not to 
stay in the army after this 
deployment,” he said. “Two 
deploys have made speed 
bumps throughout our 
marriage, but over all, I think 
that it has made us stronger 
so I think I’ve got seven 
more years in me. As soon as 
I reach 20 years, I am out!” 

Seaton has been with the

local police force for 12 
years. Snapper’s wife Holly 
and two children, a daughter 
Kaylee and son Landon, are 
eagerly awaiting his return in 
August 2012. 

Allen Poole 

Following in the footsteps 
of both his father and 
grandfather, Poole wanted 
to become a fire fighter. “I 
decided to join the Kentucky 
National Guard (KNG) to 
become a fire fighter because 
they offered me the chance 
to join the Department of 
Defense Fire Academy,” he 
said. “It is the best place to 
train. We follow the manual 
at Oklahoma State. Fire 
fighters consider this the 
Bible.” 


Poole has been with the 
KNG for three years, first 
training in San Angelo, Texas 
at the Good Fellow Air Force 
Base for 14 weeks. “That is 
where everyone goes,” he 
said. “We train with civilians, 
employees of the department 
defense, marines, sailors, and 
airmen.” 

Graduating distinguished 
in his class, Poole has been 
trained in airfield crash and 
rescue. “We are also trained 
in every area of fire fighting, 
including wildfires, structural, 
hazmat and vehicles.” 

Poole trains, in Greenville, 
Ky., one weekend a month 
and two weeks in the summer 
and is one of only 27 currently 
trained as fire fighters with 
the KNG. He used his 
training while working as 
a fire fighter for the Fulton 
Fire Department. Currently 
not with a fire department 
due to his duties as police 
chief, Poole is on the rosters 
at Fulton, Cayce and Water 
Valley fire departments. 

Poole has also served in 
the US Army Reserves as an 
Armor Crewman, driving a 
tank. He wasn’t deployed 
during his four years in the 
Army Reserves, but realizes 
he could be called upon to 
serve at any time, whether it 
is overseas or elsewhere in 
the United States when fire 
fighters are needed. 

“Nobody knows we are 
here,” he said, “It is the best 
skill to have and we live by the 
motto “Train as if someone’s 
life depends on it. IT DOES.”

With no prior military 
training, Batts applied in 
April 2011 to become a JAG 
(Judge Advocate General) 
officer with the US Army 
Reserves. “I received word in 
October of last year that I was 
accepted,” he said. “At first I 
was scheduled to do my four 


and a half months of training 
later this year in October. It 
was recently moved up to 
July 8.”

Attorney in Fulton County 
under Rick Major, Batts has 
been busy completing his 
caseload and taking care of any 
pending issues in preparation 
to service his country. “Basic 
training involves two weeks 
of training in Fort Lee, Va., 
and then two months at the 
University of Virginia Law 
School. I will complete my 
training, performing two more 
months of training at Fort 
Benning, Ga.,” he explained. 

Batts’ interest to serve his 
country was sparked back 
when he was in college as an 
under grad. “I have always 
had a great respect for the 
military,”he said, “I even 
discussed the possibility of 
serving when rooming with 
my college roommate, who 
later did join.” His interest 
in history and learning about

the important decision to join 
the Army Reserves. 

“When I worked on Capitol 
Hill for two and a half years 
beginning in 2005, I would 
field a lot of calls from people 
upset with the Iraqi war,” 
Batts noted. “They wanted to 
know why I wasn’t over there 
fighting, and I wasn’t able to 
give them an answer. That 
continued to fuel my desire 
to service in some type of 
capacity. 

While putting his own law 
career on hold, Batts will be 
assigned to a military police 
unit out of Nashville after he 
completes his training. “I will 
be the Prosecutor for a brigade 
of soldiers,” he said. “Some 
JAG officers also provide free 
legal services for soldiers.” 
This is something he has been 
doing right here in his own 


community. 

Batts has committed to serve 
in the US Army Reserves for 
eight years, which requires 
him to attend continued 
training one weekend a month 
and two weeks a year. There 
is a possibility that he can get 
deployed, being involved with 
the military police. 

His decision to serve his 
country in this capacity was 
not financially motivated. “We 
do not receive the $60,000 for 
college that active soldiers 
get,” he said. “I wanted to 
do it for my country. I know 
my part is small, but it is 
something I have always 
felt a desire to do and I am 
glad that they accepted my 
application.” 

Batts has veen married to 
Tonia Batts, an optometrist in 
Mayfield for six years, living 
here in Hickman County. Once 
he completes his training, 
he does plan on opening his 
own law office in Clinton. It 
will be a general law practice 
including agricultural law, 
estate planning and real 
estate. 

To anyone thinking about 
serving their country in the 
armed services, Batts has 
this advice, “Think about it 
really long and hard. It is a 
huge commitment, and can 
be very rewarding. It was a 
big decision and a personal 
one for me to make, and I am 
happy to do my part.” 

Daniel Richardson 

Richardson, married to 
Lena Richardson, enlisted in 
the Marines and left for recruit 
training on June 2, 2008. “I 
was always fascinated by the 
Marine Corps, as they are 
traditionally viewed as the best 
at what they do,” he said. “I’ve 
had several family members 
that were Marines, including 
my oldest brother, two uncles, 
and some cousins.” 

This year Richardson will 
be traveling to Quantico, 
Va., during his two-week 
training period. “Last year we 
went to Antigua, spending a 
month training with service 
members of 12 Caribbean 
countries. He also spends one 
weekend (most of the time its 
Friday, Saturday, and Sunday) 
training each month, as well. 

Currently serving as a 
Corporal and team leader 
with four Marines in his 
team, Richardson drills on 
weekends and reports to the 
Volunteer Training Site in 
Smyrna, Tenn., and usually 
either busses to Fort Campbell 
in Kentucky or Tullahoma 
in east Tennessee. “We do 
combined arms training, since 
we are an infantry unit,” he 


said. “A couple of times a 
year, we stay in Smyrna and 
take care of administrative 
work.” 

Richardson spent four and 
a half moths in Iraq from 
October 2009 to February 
2010, spending six months 
in California, training before 
leaving for deployment. 
“When I first enlisted, I went 
to boot camp for three months 
where I had no outside 
contact except for letters. No 
TV, Internet, newspapers, or 
telephones,” Richardson said. 
“Then I came home for 10 
days and left for the School of 
Infantry in N.C. where I spent 
two months.” 

“Serving in the reserves 
has a lot of benefits and some 
drawbacks,” he added. “You 
can get help with tuition, and 
save up some money during 
the training.” Going to school 
full-time without having to 
wait until you get out like 
activity duty service members 
is another added benefit. 

“The draw back is that you 
have to live two lives. It seems 
that just when you finally get 
things going good back home, 
you have to leave and go be a 
Marine and a soldier again for 
a few weeks,” he said. “This 
lifestyle is hard to adjust to 
when you are working full¬ 
time and are married or have 
kids. It’s a lot easier when 
you’re just a single man going 
to college.” 

There is a pride factor as 
well, for Richardson. “There 
is a lot of pride involved 
with serving your country, 
and veterans are looked at 
differently than others, and 
for good reason.” 

“The only advice I would 
give someone that was 
thinking about enlisting is 
this: Study all your options 
and think about what is best 
for you, the people you love, 
and your situation. Make a 
decision and put your heart 
and soul into it: no looking 
back,” concluded Richardson. 



CITY 
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committee meetings to advise 
and counsel upon request, 
specifically recommending 
such actions as may be 
necessary or expedient for the 
welfare of the city. 

The CA will also be asked to 
collaborate with the mayor in 
the preparation and submission 
of an annual budget proposal 
to the City Council, after 
corroborating with and 
directing all city departments 
in formulating their respective 
proposed budgets and 
administer said budget upon its 
adoption, including oversight 
of expenditure of allocated 
funds within each department. 

This individual will also be 
asked to advise the City Council 
and mayor on the appointment 
of city employees and create 
and maintain liaisons with 
other local governments and 
represent the city on all city, 
regional, and state boards, 
commissions and committees 
as directed and approved by 
the mayor. 

The CA will also supervise 


and develop the following: 

• Police Department and 
the conduct of the officers, 
including the chief of police, 
who shall report directly to the 
City Administrator; 

• Street Department and the 
conduct of the employees and 
request and review reports as 
deemed necessary; 

• City department or city 
employees upon the direction 
of the mayor; 

• Street and capital 

improvement projects; 

• Procedures to ensure the 
orderly administration of the 
functions of the City, subject 
to submission of same to the 
Mayor and with his/her written 
approval. 

Identifying and making 

application for and 

administering grant funding on 
behalf of the City will also be 
the responsibility of the CA. 

Also approved during the 
Saturday morning meeting was 
the 2012/2013 operating budget 
for the City. Council members 
Jerome Jenkins, Jeff Morrow, 


Phyllis Campbell, Ivan Potter 
and Howard Dillard discussed 
the budget, first proposed 
during the June 4 meeting, in 
detail for approximately 45 
minutes. 

Several questions were 
raised during the discussion 
including: 

• Why $3,600 was no 
longer being allocated to the 
fire district. Mayor Kimbro 
explained that the city needed 
the funds more than the fire 
district. “This is no reflection 
on the fire department,” he 
said. “We are just looking at 
our overall budget.” 

• Councilman Dillard asked 
what was the percentage for 
increasing employees’ wages. 
“It is a cost of living increase,” 
stated Mayor Kimbro. “The 
increased is based on what our 
payroll expenses have been or 
the last year.” 

• Councilman Potter 
discussed property tax and 
payroll taxes, asking what 
the current rates were. Mayor 
Kimbro explained that property 


taxes were decreasing every 
time a business or building is 
lost in the city. Another factor 
decreasing the property tax 
revenue as more and more 
seniors turn 65 and are eligible 
for the Homestead Exemption. 
He also anticipated an 
increase in payroll taxes with 
the reopening of Arbor Place. 
Councilman Potter asked that 
the council look at ways to 
bring in 10 new businesses. 

Other factors regarding the 
budget touched on included 
the City paying for dispatching 
services, utility expenses, the 
future of the Pennyrile Drug 
Task Force, and increasing the 
Chamber Scholarship Fund 
donation. 

Mayor Kimbro agreed that 
these items could be depressed 
during the next fiscal year, and 
not before this budget was 
approved. 

The special called meeting 
adjourned at 10:56 a.m. The 
Council is slated to reconvene 
in regular session on Monday, 
July 2 at 6 p.m.
